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To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  and  to  the  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  City  and  County  Borough  of  Carlisle , 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  Sendees  of  the  City  for  the  year  1944. 

The  Report  is  once  more,  owing  to  War-time  conditions, 
in  an  abbreviated  form. 

The  sudden  and  lamented  death  of  Dr.  Allan  Semple, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  at  the  end  of  August  was  a severe 
loss  to  the  Health  Services  of  the  City.  He  had  been  on  the 
staff  of  the  department  for  almost  thirty  years,  and  had  held' 
the  appointment  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  past 
fourteen  years. 

The  organisation  of  the  Health  Services  received  a severe 
interruption  as  his  illness  coincided  with  my  return  from  the 
Services  after  an  absence  of  two  years  and  thus  the  continuity 
of  administration  was  rendered  somewhat  difficult  especially 
in  these  abnormal  times. 

The  vital  statistics  show  a considerable  increase  in  the 
birth-rate,  and  also  a small  rise  in  the  death-rate  compared 
with  the  figures  of  the  previous  years  ; while  the  infant 
mortality  rate,  though  higher  than  the  corresponding  figure 
for  1 943,  is  well  within  the  limits  of  the  average  for  the  country 
as  a whole. 

The  death-rate  from  Cancer  was  not  appreciably  higher 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  scheme  for  the  treatment 
of  this  disease  instituted  by  Local  Authorities  in  the  North  of 
England  under  the  Cancer  Act  of  1939  has  now  crystallised 
and  received  approval  bv  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The 
upgrading  of  the  Cumberland  Infirmary  to  the  status  of  a full 
Cancer  treatment  centre  will  be  of  inestimable  value  in  the 
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early  diagnosis  with  prompt  facilities  for  all  therapeutic 
measures  available  for  this  disease.  Until  building  of  the 
Centre  is  permitted  all  patients  requiring  treatment  from  this 
district  will  continue  to  be  sent,  to  Newcastle  under  the 
Authority’s  scheme. 

The  future  of  the  Hospital  Services  of  the  local  Authority 
can  be  truly  said  to  be  at  present  in  the  melting  pot  and  it  is 
impossible  to  forecast  the  real  scheme  of  events  to  come  until 
the  final  decisions  of  the  Government  are  known  with  regard 
to  their  Health  Services. 

The  need  for  radical  changes  and  improvements  in 
Hospital  accommodation  for  Carlisle  and  district  is  undoubted 
and  the  extension  of  facilities  for  Hospitalisation  of  Maternity 
cases,  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  diseases  is  urgent. 

This  area  suffers  from  a multiplicity  of  small  institutions 
which  are  difficult  to  administer  and  staff,  and  are  quite  unable 
to  afford  all  facilities  for  modern  hospital  treatment.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  the  resources  of  the  district 
will  be  merged  into  the  establishment  of  larger  and  more 
efficient  units  which  will  adequately  serve  the  needs  of  the 
local  population. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year.  This  was 
largely  accounted  for  by  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic  of 
Measles  in  the  City,  the  incidence  of  this  disease  being  very 
low  in  1943.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  and  it  is  regrettable 
that  a high  proportion  of  cases  of  the  latter  disease  was 
amongst  children  who  had  already  been  immunised. 

However,  as  pointed  out  in  the  School  Medical  Report, 
though  the  infecting  organism  was  of  the  “ gravis  ” or  " severe 
toxic”  type,  all  the  cases  made  a satisfactory  and  uninterrupted 
recovery. 


1 Inis,  though  immunisation  cannot  be  claimed  to  com- 
pletely protect  against  the  risk  of  infection,  it  lessens  and 
modifies  the  severity  of  attack,  and  it  "would  be  unwise  to 
let  these  figures  damp  the  enthusiasm  of  parents  towards  the 
Campaign  to  render  the  child  population  immune  against 
this  serious  disease. 

ft 

Carlisle  has,  at  present,  a very  satisfactory  proportion 
(7-5.2%)  of  its  child  population  1-15  years  immunised  against 
Diphtheria. 


Tuberculosis  showed  an  increase  over  the  figures  for 
1943,  and  the  available  sanatorium  beds  were  taxed  to  the 
utmost.  The  rise  in  the  number  of  Pulmonary  cases  was 
largely  accounted  for  by  personnel  from  the  Services  whose 
health  broke  down  under  the  strain  of  active  service  condi- 
tions, but  there  are  also  many  instances  of  the  health  of 
civilians  succumbing  to  the  stress  of  long  working  hours  and 
adverse  living  conditions  associated  with  War-time. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Corporation  Maternity  Home 
continued  to  be  utilised  to  capacity  and  severe  restrictions 
had  to  be  placed  on  the  booking  of  cases  for  admission,  while 
attendances  at  the  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  clinics  showed 
a substantial  increase. 

J he  maternal  mortality  rate  showed  a welcome  reduction 
over  the  increased  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  incidence  of  Venereal 
diseases  presented  a marked  decrease  and  that  the  increased 
prevalence  of  this  social  menace,  associated  with  War-time 
conditions  of  population  and  living,  shows  signs  of  declining. 

I he  introduction  of  modern  methods  of  treatment,  including 
penicillin,  brings  great  benefits  to  the  sufferers  from  these 
conditions,  but  emphasises  the  inadequacy  of  hospital  ac- 
commodation and  the  urgent,  need  of  providing  in-patient 
treatment  for  both  sexes. 


The  problems  associated  with  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk 
supply,  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  persisted  and  will 
not  be  rectified  until  adequate  premises  and  equipment  arc 
available.  Pressure  by  the  Local  Authority  to  remedy  these 
faults  continued  with  unabated  zeal  throughout  the  year. 

The  acute  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  prevalent 
throughout  the  country,  gave  rise  to  many  problems  and 
difficulties  during  the  year.  Overcrqwding  in  many  instances 
was  severe  and  its  deleterious  effects  on  the  physical  and  moial 
welfare  of  the  people  concerned,  only  too  apparent.  The 
complete  cessation  of  all  building  since  1939  has  created  a 
deficiency  which  will  require  the  most  drastic  and  energetic 
Government  measures  as  soon  as  circumstances  will  permit. 
The  housing  problem  must  of  necessity  receive  priority  over 
almost  all  other  Government  programmes  at  the  earliest 
possible  date,  for,  unless  the  people  are  satisfactorily  housed, 
all  other  branches  of  the  Health  Services  become  merely 
labour  in  vain. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  loyal  co-operation  and  support  of  all  members  of  the 
staff  without  whose  assistance  the  preparation  of  this  report 
would  have  been  impossible.  In  maintaining  the  Health 
Services  of  the  City  in  these  exceptional  times  they  have 
rendered  a true  service  to  the  community. 

To  all  members  of  the  Health  Committee  I tender  my 
gratitude  for  their  indulgence  and  continued  help  throughout 
a very  difficult  period.

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Births. 

Live  Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year 
was  1,505,  an  increase  of  102  on  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year,  and  the  live  birth-rate  is  25.0  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
or  an  increase  of  3.6  on  the  figure  for  1943. 

The  live  birth-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 
during  1944  was  17.0  per  1,000..  The  rate  for  the  126  great 
towns,  to  which  classification  Carlisle  belongs,  was  20.3 
per  1,000,  and  for  the  148  smaller  towns  of  England  and 
Wales  20.9  per  1,000. 

Still-Births. 

The  number  of  still-births  registered  during  the  year 
was  48,  and  the  still-birth  rate  is  0.79  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  In  1943  the  rate  was  0.64. 

The  still-birth  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 
during  1944  was  0.50  per  1,000.  The  rate  for  the  126  great 
towns,  to  which  classification  Carlisle  belongs,  was  0.64  per 
1,000,  and  for  the  148  smaller  towns  of  England  and  Wales 
0.61  per  1,000. 

Illegitimate  Live  Births. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  registered  was 
1 14,  or  75.7  per  1,000  of  the  total  births.  This  shows  a 
decrease  of  5.5  upon  the  figures  for  1943. 

In  45  instances,  or  39.5  per  cent,  of  the  illegitimate  live 
births,  the  mother  was  not  a resident  of  the  City. 

Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  983,  as 
compared  with  936  in  1943.  32  deaths  occurred  of  persons 

belonging  to  the  City  in  Institutions  and  other  places  away 
from  Carlisle,  while  the  deaths  of  229  persons  not  belonging 
to  the  City  occurred  in  public  institutions  and  other  places 
within  the  City.  Excluding  the  latter  figure,  and  adding 
the  deaths  of  Carlisle  residents  Which  occurred  in  other 
districts,  a net  figure  of  786  remains,  which  is  equal  to  a 
crude  death-rate  of  13.04  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  popula- 
tion at  all  ages,  against  11.8  per  1,000  in  1943. 
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lhe  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 
during  1944  was  11.6  per  1,000.  The  rate  for  the  120  great 
towns,  to  which  classification  Carlisle  belongs,  was  13.7  per 
1,000,  and  for  tiie  148  smaller  towns  of  England  and  Wales, 

12.4  per  1,000.

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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Owing  to  the  war  no  new  works  of  sewerage  have  been 
undertaken,  but  a scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  the 
construction  of  relief  sewers  for  the  Stanwix  area  of  the  City. 
Schemes  for  other  areas  are  also  receiving  consideration  in 
connection  with  post  war  development. 

Considerable  experimental  work  has  been  undertaken  by 
the  City  Engineer’s  Department  at  the  Willow  Holme  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  and  the  information  derived  therefrom  has 
permitted  the  preparation  of  an  outline  preliminary  scheme 
for  modernising  and  enlarging  the  existing  works.  Work 
on  the  design  is  still  proceeding. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Complaints  were  received  of  vermin  infestation  at  5 
houses.  In  one  .instance  the  complaint  was  considered  to 
be  unfounded.  Tenants  of  the  remaining  four  houses 
were  visited,  advised,  and  issued  with  insecticide,  together 
with  directions  for  its  proper  use.  In  addition,  the  Housing 
Department  carried  out  disinfestation  work  at  four  Council 
houses. 

The  furniture  and  effects  of  a further  four  tenants 
entering  into  Corporation  houses  were  disinfested  by  the 
Hydrogen  Cyanide  Disinfestation  Plant. 

Prevention  of  Infestation  and  attention  to  Cleanliness. 

Throughout  the  year  every  effort  was  made  to  impro\e 
the  standaid  of  cleanliness  and  prevent  infestation  with  lice. 

Among  the  school  population  the  number  of  children 
found  verminous  showed  a decrease  on  the  figure  for  1943, 
and  the  number  of  cases  of  Scabies  was  very  much  less  than  in 
the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  adults  and  pre-school  children  receiving 
treatment  under  the  Authority’s  scheme  for  this  lattei  con- 
dition was,  however,  slightly  higher,  thus  showing  the  im- 
portance of  following  up  and  treating  contacts  of  cases  of 
uncleanliness  found  at  school  inspections. 
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Health  Visitors  continued  their  supervision  and  advice 
to  expectant  mothers  and  young  children  at  the  clinics  and 
in  their  homes, 

The  employment  of  mothers  in  industry  and  the  pre- 
valence of  overcrowding  due  to  lack  of  housing  accommodation 
do  much  to  impede  the  efforts  to  institute  a high  standard 
of  cleanliness  and  prevention  of  infestation  amongst  a certain 
section  of  the  population, 


HOUSING. 

No  specific  action  was  taken  under  the  Housing  Acts 
during  the  year,  but  325  inspections  of  157  houses  were 
undertaken  in  consequence  of  works  required  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 

During  the  year  32  dwelling-houses  were  demolished  in 
pursuance  of  Demolition  Orders. 

To  meet  the  special  circumstances  arising  under  the 
Defence  (General)  Regulations,  1939,  75  houses,  which  had 
been  closed  under  the  Housing  Acts,  are  now  occupied  under 
short  term  licence.  These  houses  are  tenanted  solely  by 
persons  rendered  homeless  as  a result  of  enemy  action. 


Housing  Act,  1936  Part  IV. — Overcrowding. 

During  the  war  years,  due  to  the  floating  population 
and  the  movement  of  evacuees,  war  workers  and  service 
men’s  families,  the  keeping  of  strict  records  in  regard  to 
overcrowding  of  dwelling-houses  has  been  impracticable. 
Certain  new  cases  of  overcrowding  have  continually  arisen 
of  which  we  were  not  fully  conversant.  The  tables  previously 
submitted  in  this  part  of  the  Report  have,  therefore,  been 
discontinued,  as  such  information  as  we  have  would  not 
represent  the  true  position.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

A relatively  small  proportion  of  the  milk  supply  is 
produced  within  the  City.  Only  8 producers,  occupying  18 
sheds,  are  on  the  register.  At  only  one  of  these  premises 
is  milk  bottled. 

Fifty-nine  samples  of  milk  were  procured  during  the 
year,  twelve  for  chemical  analysis  under  the  Food&  Drugs 
Act,  and  forty-six  for  bacteriological  examination  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  etc. 

In  the  Emergency  Scheme  which  has  operated  since 
January,  1942,  all  milk  is  retailed  b}'  two  companies,  one  of 
which  holds  the  Local  Authority’s  Licence  for  pasteurisation 
(positive  holding),  the  other  retails  milk  as  heat  treated 
(high  temperature  short  holding)  and  T.T.  (untreated)  milk. 
•Improvements  at  the  latter’s  premises  during  the  year  included 
the  installation  of  new  processing  and  cold  storage  equipment. 

One  dairyman,  licensed  for  accredited  milk,  was  licensed 
for  the  production  of  T.T.  milk.

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Scarlet  Fever. 

241  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified,  as  against  167  in 
1943  ; the  type  of  the  disease  was  mild. 

In  6 instances  the  patient  was  subsequently  found  not  to 
be  suffering  from  scarlet  fever. 

58  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified  were  removed  to  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease. 

Diphtheria. 

99  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  as  against  40  in  1943. 
In  7 instances  the  patient  was  subsequently  found  not 
to  be  suffering  from  diphtheria. 

Two  deaths  occurred  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 
Both  patients  were  City  residents. 

Of  59  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurring  among  children  aged 
1-15  years,  35  had  previously  been  immunised.  A minimum 
dose  of  antitoxin  was  given  in  each  case,  followed  by  speedy 
recovery  and  a complete  absence  of  toxic  symptoms. 

No  return  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred. 

Immunisation.  * ; 

During  the  year  1001  children  received  the  full  course 
of  inoculation  against  Diphtheria,  viz  : — 249  school  children 
and  752  pre-school  children.

71  notifications  of  pneumonia  were  received  during  the 
year.  In  13  instances  the  disease  was  stated  to  be  of  the 
acute  influenzal  type,  and  in  58  instances  of  the  acute  primary 
type.  . 

There  were  2 deaths  from  primary  pneumonia  amongst 
the  notified  cases.

The  mortality  rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  is 
higher  than  that  of  the  previous  year  ; the  number  of  deaths 
from  the  non-pulmonary  form  of  disease  being  twice  as  high 
as  in  1943.

This  is  con- 
siderably lower  than  in  the  previous  year.  . 


Dispensary  Work. 

During  the  year  222  cases,  excluding  contacts,  were 
examined  at  the  Dispensary.  Of  these  109  were  found  to  be 
definitely  tuberculous,  88  being  pulmonary  and  21  non- 
pulmonary  types  of  the  disease. 

The  number  of  contacts  examined  was  43,  as  compared 
with  30  in  the  previous  year,  viz.,  15  adults  and  28  children  ; 
one  male  child  contact  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  209  pulmonary 
and  104  non-pulmonary  cases  on  the  Dispensary  Register. 
After  the  yearly  review  there  remained  223  pulmonary  and 
90  non-pulmonary  cases  still  on  the  register. 

During  the  year  8 cases  were  written  off  the  Dispensary 
Register  as  cured,  56  were  transferred  to  other  areas  or  lost 
sight  of,  and  43  cases  died. 

Government  Allowance  Scheme. 

The  Government  Scheme  of  Allowances  for  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continued  to  function  throughout 
the  year.  Patients  receiving  treatment  under  the  Authority’s 
Scheme  were  given  allowances  in  41  cases  during  the  year. 

Institutional  Treatment. 

Under  the  Authority’s  Tuberculosis  Scheme  patients 
are  admitted  to  the  following  institutions  : — 

(1)  Blencathra  Sanatorium,  Thrdkeld,  Cumberland. 

Throughout  the  year  74  cases  in  all  were  dealt  with. 
The  average  duration  of  residential  treatment  in  respect  of 
51  patients  discharged  during  the  year  was  170  days. 

(2)  City  General  Hospital. 

4 

During  the  year  53  cases  were  dealt  with  in  these  beds, 
and  the  average  number  of  beds  occupied  throughout  the 
year  was  11. 
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(3)  Robert-  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 
Oswestry. 

14  cases  were  referred  to  this  Institution  under  the 
Authority’s  Scheme.  Of  the  4 patients  discharged  during  the 
year  after  receiving  treatment  the  period  of  residence  varied 
from  4 to  96  weeks.  6 patients  attended  for  re-examination 
throughout  the  year.  The  4 remaining  cases  were  still  under 
treatment  in  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  150  persons  residing  in  Carlisle  were 
under  treatment  or  observation  for  the  first  time  at  the 
Clinic  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary,  as  compared  with  170 
in  1943. 

35  patients  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  syphilis, 
34  from  gonorrhoea,  81  from  non-Venereal  or  undiagnosed 
conditions.  3,119  attendances  were  made  by  these  patients. 

2 medical  practitioners  in  the  area  are  entitled  to  free 
supplies  of  arsenobenzol  compounds,  but  no  doses  were  issued 
during  the  year. 

15  specimens  of  pathological  material  for  Wassermann 
re-action  were  sent  on  behalf  of  general  practitioners.

Return  relating  to  all  persons  who  were  treated  at  the  Treatment  Centre  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary 

during  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  1944. 
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The  following  is  the  Report  of  the  Clinical  Officer  (Dr. 
A.  C.  B.  Mc.Murtrie)  : — 

A study  of  the  figures  for  the  treatment  centre  at  the 
Cumberland  Infirmary  for  the  year  1944,  is  of  more  than 
usual  interest.  The  incidence  of  both  Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea 
shows  a marked  fall.  New  cases  of  Syphilis  in  the  early  stage 
were  44  compared  with  56  in  the  previous  year,  and  new  cases 
of  gonorrhoea,  68  compared  with  96.  That  this  is  not  merely 
due  to  the  Clinic  becoming  less  popular  is  shown  by  the  number 
of  people  attending  and  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  venereal 
disease.  This  figure  was  identical  in  the  two  years — 201. 
From  this,  though  it  is  too  soon  to  say  with  certainty,  it 
appears  that  the  epidemic  of  venereal  diseases  reached  its 
peak  in  1943,  and  is  now  declining.  In  spite  of  this  decrease 
in  new  cases,  the  attendance  has  gone  up  very  considerably. 
There  were  5,331  attendances  in  1944  compared  with  4,941. 
in  1943.  It  is  the  highest  recorded  since  the  centre  was  opened, 
and  the  increase  is  accounted  for  by  the  accumulation  of 
patients  from  previous  years,  the  treatment  and  period  of 
observation  being  in  many  cases  very  prolonged.  Another 
point  of  interest  is  that,  for  the  first  time,  the  attendance  of 
females  is  greater  than  that  of  males— 2,505  males  and  2,826 
females.  Before  the  war  the  proportion  was  about  5 males  to 
2 females.  After  the  war  what  will  happen  when  the  popula- 
tion of  Carlisle  and  district  reverts  to  its  normal  proportions 
with  regard  to  sex?  Apparently,  the  hours  for  men  will 
have  to  be  considerably  extended.

Penicillin. 

Penicillin  is  now  being  manufactured  on  a large  scale  in 
this  country,  but  is  at  present  entirely  controlled  by  the 
Government  and  cannot  be  purchased.  It  has  not  been 
released  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  among  the 
civilian  population,  with  one  exception,  viz.  : Merchant 
Seamen  suffering  from  Gonorrhoea,  who  have  failed  to  respond 
to  treatment  with  the  Sulphanilamide  group  of  drugs.  In 
the  Forces  it  is  now  in  use,  principally  for  Gonorrhoea,  but 
also  for  Syphilis.  It  is  regarded  as  the  drug  of  choice  in  the 
treatment  of  Gonorrhoea,  and  may  shortly  be  the  drug  of 
choice  for  Syphilis  as  experience  is  gained.  One  of  its  peculiar 
properties  is  its  rapid  elimination  from  the  body,  with  the 
result  that  it  has  to  be  administered  bjr  injection  at  frequent 
intervals  (usualfy  three-hourly  intervals)  or  by  continuous 
drip,  and  consequently,  in-patient  treatment  for  short  periods 
seems  to  be  the  best  method. 

It  is  expected  that  Penicillin  will  be  obtainable  for  use 
in  the  Clinic  sometime  in  1945,  and  it  will  then  be  possible 
to  say  if  it  can  be  usefully  employed  for  Gonorrhoea  in  an 
out-patient  department.  As  regards  Syphilis,  the  prospect 
is  that  in-patient  treatment  will  be  essential,  possibly  for  a 
week  or  a fortnight  for  each  case.  The  cost  is  unknown 
but  if  cure  can  be  effected  in  this  short  time  it  will  certainly 
be  worth  while  regardless  of  cost. 

The  immediate  needs  will  be  beds,  and  Nursing  Staff 
trained  to  give  the  injections  by  day  and  by  night  ; the  treat- 
ment being  short,  only  a few  beds  would  be  required  at  the 
Cumberland  Infirmary. 

Alteration  in  Clinic  Hours. 

The  additional  hour  for  women  and  children  added  in 
1943  was  found  to  be  insufficient,  and  another  session  for 
them  was  opened.  There  are  now  6 sessions  per  week  ; three 
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for  men  and  three  for  women  and  children,  The  new  session 
for  women  is  at  10  a. m.  It  has  proved  to  be  convenient  for 
many  people.  The  usual  attendance  being  20  or  more. 

Regulation  33  B. 

As  before  the  majority  of  notifications  of  contacts  under 
this  regulation  have  come  from  Medical  Officers  in  the  Forces, 
great  difficulty  being  found  in  obtaining  reliable  information 
from  patients  attending  the  Clinic-.  In  all  17  notifications 
were  received,  4 being  from  the  V.D.  Medical  Officer  of 
Carlisle.  Prosecution  was  undertaken  in  one  case,  as  a result 
of  refusal  to  attend  for  examination.  This  woman,  after 
conviction,  attended  the  Clinic,  and  was  eventually  discharged 
cured. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  in  Carlisle  for  women 
who  have  been  notified  once  only,  to  be  visited  by  Miss  Buck 
The  Lady  Almoner  at  the  Infirmary.  Every  endeavour 
is  made  to  persuade  them  to  attend  voluntarily. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


1,559  notifications  of  births,  being  173  more  than  in 
1943,  were  received  during  the  year  ; 1,511  of  these  related  to 
live-births,  and  48  to  still-births  ; 1,539  notifications  were  by 
midwives,  and  8 by  a doctor  or  by  a person  living  in  the 
house.  In  addition,  in  12  instances,  a reminder  of  the 
statutory  duty  of  notification  was  necessary.

City  Genera!  Hospital— Maternity  Wards. 

During  the  year  378  patients  were  admitted  to  the 
Maternity  Wards  at  the  City  General  Hospital.  Of  these  ■ 
16b  were  City  cases  and  212  from  the  County  and  other  areas 

The  number  of  cases  delivered  by  midwives  was  233 
(100  City  and  133  County  patients),  and  by  doctors  83 
(35  City  and  48  County).  56  patients  were  admitted  for 
ante-natal  treatment  only  (29  City  and  27  County). 

Medical  help  was  called  for  in  connection  with  83 
deliveries. 

Six  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  (all 
being  County  patients). 

29  stillbirths  (9  City  and  20  County)  and  24  deaths  of 
infants  within  10  days  of  birth  (8  City  and  16  County) 
occurred  during  the  year. 
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Ante-natal  Clinics. 

The  number  of  attendances  by  expectant  mothers  at 
the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  in  George  Street  Maternity  Home 
was  4,399,  or  (346  more  than  last  year  ; 603  were  first  visits 
of  new  patients.  The  number  of  complete  examinations 
made  was  2,449,  an  average  of  4 per  patient.  The  average 
number  of  ante-natal  visits  per  patient  was  7.2.  82  cases 

were  found  at  the  ante-natal  clinic  to  present  some  ab- 
normality. 

At  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  held  for  cases  booked  by  the 
Domiciliary  Midwives,  1,486  attendances  were  made.  257 
cases  were  seen  by  the  Doctor,  including  218  first  visits. 

Post-natal  Clinic. 

On  discharge  from  Hospital  patients  are  given  a card 
showing  the  date  when  they  are  expected  to  attend  the  post- 
natal clinic;  during  the  year  199  availed  themselves  of  this 
' service. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

During  the  year  a total  of  756  children  attended  the 
Welfare  Centre  for  the  first  time.  646  of  these  were  of 
children  under  one  year  on  the  date  of  their  first  attendance, 
and  110  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years. 

The  number  of  children  under  five  years  who  attended 
the  Centre  during  the  year  was  1,436.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  540  of  these  were  under  one  year  of  age,  and  896  over 
one  year. 

Thirty-two  cases  were  referred  to  Dr.  R.  J.  Leslie  Fraser, 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  for  examination,  and  23  cases  were  re- 
ferred to  the  School  Dental  Officer  for  examination  and 
treatment. 

Eighty-one  children  received  operative  treatment  in 
the  City  General  Hospital  for  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose  and 
throat. 

Forty-six  cases  were  treated  for  Minor  Ailments  at 
the  School  Clinic. 
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Still-births. 

The  number  of  still-births  notified  was  48,  as  compared 
with  42  in  1943.  Of  this  number  23  were  born  of  parents  not 
ordinarily  resident  in  the  City,  a large  proportion  of  which 
were  in  connection  with  difficult  deliveries.  Ihe  total 
still-birth  rate  was  30.7  per  1,000,  or  0.4  per  1,000  more  than 
in  1943.  The  still-birth  rate  for  the  Carlisle  area  alone  was 
16.0  per  1,000,  2.7  per  1,000  less  than  in  1943. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
in  the  City  was  60,  giving  a net  infant  mortality  rate  of  39.8 
per  1,000,  7.8  per  1,000  more  than  for  1943  ; 35  or  58.3  per 
cent,  of  the  total  occurred  before  the  age  of  four  weeks,  and 
' 13  of  these  were  due  to  prematurity. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  legitimate  children  was  54,  or 
38.8  per  1,000.  The  number  of  deaths  of  illegitimate  children 
resident  in  the  City  was  6,  equal  to  rate  of  52.6  per  1,000.

Care  of  Premature  Babies. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  20  /44  the  notification  of  birth  cards  have  been 
altered  to  include  information  regarding  babies  of  lbs.  or 
less,  but  the  change  was  not  effected  in  time  for  the  figure  for 
1944  to  be  available. 

The  recommendations  for  speciai  provision  and  accom- 
modation for  premature  babies  born  at  home  and  in  institu- 
tions are  extremely  difficult  to  put  into  operation  at  the 
present  time,  owing  to  staffing  problems  and  inability  to 
procure  equipment  and  sanction  to  build. 

i he  provision  of  an  extra  nursery  in  the  maternity  block 
at  the  City  General  Hospital  is  at  present  under  construction, 
and  should  prove  of  great  benefit  in  the  care  of  premature 
and  delicate  babies. 

illegitimacy. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  registered  was  114 
being  75.7  per  1,UG0  registered  births,  or  5.5  per  1,000  less 
than  in  1943. 

The  Care  of  illegitimate  Children. 

The  local  authority  in  pursuance  of  recommendations 
contained  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2860/43  instituted 
a scheme  for  the  Care  of  Illegitimate  Children  by  co-operation 
with  the  existing  voluntary  moral  welfare  associations,  and 
appointed  Miss  Lois  Jager,  Matron  ol  the  North  Cumberland 
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and  Carlisle  City  Association  for  Preventive  and  Rescue 
work,  to  undertake  these  duties.  She,  in  conjunction  with 
the4Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Lancaster  Diocesan  Protection 
and  Rescue  ^Society  for  Roman  Catholics,  reports  that  al- 
together463  cases  were  referred  to  these  Societies  from  the 
City  of  Carlisle.  A considerable  proportion  of  the  cases 
were  married  women  whose  husbands  were  serving  abroad 
or  prisoners  of  War,  and  these  cases  presented  a very  difficult 
problem. 

Arrangements  were  made  in  many  cases  for  admission 
to  a suitable  institution  for  confinement,  or  the  placing  of  the 
expectant  mother  in  suitable  temporary  employment. 
Advice  was  given  regarding  the  procuring  of  affiliation  orders, 
the  adoption  of  the  babies,  and  material  help  in  the  provision 
of  layettes,  etc. 

Co-operation  between  tiiese  Societies  and  the  Health 
Department  whereby  Health  Visitors  continued  to  supervise 
and  visit  these  illegitimate  children  was  ensured. 


Maternal  Mortality. 

Nine  maternal  deaths  occurred  within  the  City,  bul  only 
two  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  who  resided  within  the  Cit}?-.
